■ Kitchen closed after 'poor' rating by inspectors 

FOOD SHOCK 
FOR SCHOOL 


A SCHOOL kitchen in Banbury had to 
be temporarily shut after the company 
running it was slated for its food 
hygiene and safety following an 
inspection by Cherwell District 
Council. 

Fresh Start, which provides school meals 
for pupils and staff at Grange Primary 
School, in Cherwell Heights, was graded 
one out of five for the school kitchen after 
the inspection on October 8. 

The company was rated "poor" for food 
safety and hygiene, "bad" for structural 
compliance and confidence in management 
was graded as "little". 

The results were posted on the Scores on 
the Doors website, which puts inspection 
findings in the public domain. 

Katie Dunne, of Fresh Start, said: 
"Following an inspection from 
environmental health officers on October 8, 
a Fresh Start kitchen at the Grange Primary 
School was given a food hygiene rating of 
one and was closed until 9am the following 
day. 

"Previous to this inspection, the kitchen at 
Grange School had enjoyed a food hygiene 
rating of five for 18 months. 

"Now, under new leadership, the kitchen

is back performing at its previously high 
level and a top rating is widely anticipated 
when the kitchen is re-evaluated next 
month." 

Headteacher Bev Boswell insisted she had 
always been satisfied with the food provision 
at the school since Fresh Start were 
appointed as caterers in June. 

She said inspectors returned two weeks 
after the initial visit and were satisfied with 
progress made although the school cannot 
be officially re-graded until next year. 

Mrs Boswell said: "I'm absolutely happy 
with the meal provision and the health and 
safety of that kitchen. 

"The food is really of a high standard. 

"We weren't told they were given a poor 
grade. 

"The food that Fresh Start delivers to the 
children and the staff is really good. 

"It was a blip. I've got no concerns. That 
kitchen is absolutely spotless." 

She did, however, say there had been 
some "problems with staffing." 

Tony Ecclestone, of Cherwell District 
Council, said: "Following the council 
inspection in October, revisits have been 


made and the school has taken measures to 
address all the concerns." 

Local authorities normally inspect schools 
for food hygiene on a yearly basis under 
three key headings: 

• Food hygiene and safety looks at food 
handling practices and temperature control. 

• Structural compliance looks at the 
structure and layout of the catering 
establishment, including its condition, 
lighting and ventilation. 

• Confidence in management considers the 
confidence in management on the basis of 
the results achieved.

Firefighters set 
for walkout 

■ FIREFIGHTERS in the county 
are to stage a 24-hour strike on 
Tuesday in their long-running 
row with the Government over 
pensions, said the Fire Brigades 
Union. Members will walk out 
on Tuesday - the 48th period of 
industrial action since the 
dispute flared. The union said 
that after three years of 
discussions, firefighters still 
faced a "stark" choice of being 
sacked or having their pension 
severely reduced.

Flashback to when George Parish was celebrating a victory with his 
Save the Horton Action Group 


LONG-SERVING councillor and 
hospital campaigner George Parish 
has been handed Banbury's highest 
honour. 

Mr Parish has been made an 
Honorary Burgess of the town and 
becomes only the third person to 
receive the title. 

Before retiring two years ago 
because of ill health, Mr Parish had 
been a Cherwell District Council 
member for more than 20 years 
and was also a member of Banbury 
Town Council. 

He was mayor of Banbury 
between 1995 and 1996 and raised 
funds for the Horton General 
Hospital by organising music 
festivals. 

His involvement with the Horton 
General also saw him serve as 
chairman of the Save The Horton 
Action Group for more than 15 
years, leading campaigns against 
plans to move services like 
maternity away from the hospital. 

He was handed the award last 


month by Banbury Town Council 
leader Kieron Mallon. 

Mr Mallon said: 'The town 
council expresses its thanks and 
sincere appreciation to Mr Parish 


for his work to improve the lives of 
Banburians, which he carried out 
in a quiet and unassuming manner. 

"His exceptional efforts have 
enriched the lives of us all." 



Walker finds father's missing ashes 


A LIFE-SIZE fibreglass pig 
containing the ashes of a 
Second World War 
veteran that was taken 
from his daughter's 
Bloxham home has been 
returned. 

Jane Gilmore said she 
was "relieved" the 
ornament, which contains 
the ashes of her father, 
Norman Simmons, had 
come back in one piece. 

She said: "It was found 


in a field by a dog walker. 
I wasn't expecting to get 
them back." 

She added: "My father 
is now back where he 
belongs. It's restored my 
faith in human nature." 

Mrs Gilmore said she 
was sure local media 
coverage had helped get 
the pig back. 

Norman Simmons, who 
died in 2008, aged 82, 
had served in the Royal 


Navy during the Second 
World War before 
spending 55 years as a pig 
farmer in Essex. 

Mrs Gilmore bought the 
ornament for £750 about 
a year ago and decided to 
place some of her late 
father's ashes inside as a 
tribute to his farming life. 

The 50-year-old 
confirmed the pig would 
remain out in the garden. 

She said: "They will go 


back outside - but they 
will have to be a lot more 
securely fitted. I'll put 
them in the side garden 
closer to the house." 

Following the incident, 
the mother-of-two is 
having CCTV cameras 
fitted. 

She said: "It makes me 
a little bit sad I have to 
imprison myself but at 
least there are some good 
people out there."

Five carers and care firms were 
honoured at Age UK Oxfordshire's

support clients. 

"Oxfordshire has low unemployment. 
We are looking for a specific type of 
person who can be empathetic and will 
go the extra mile." 

Wendy Luxford was honoured for the 
work of her company Home Comforts, 
which supports 30 people in their 
homes. 

She said: "There is a need to provide 
a personal service so people can stay in 
their homes. 

"It is treating people as an individual 
and how you would want to be treated 
yourself." 

Dawn Pratley and Liesl Guy set up 
Care, Compassion and Conversation Ltd 
when they were made redundant after 
charity Action for Children closed 
Penhurst School for disabled children 
last year. 

Mrs Guy said: "We felt there was a 
black hole for really good care in the 
community. We thought we could offer 
our skills at the other end of the 
spectrum, for the elderly." 

Ann Pittick received the first Josie 
Award in memory of county care 
campaigner Josie Smith, who died this 
year. 

She cares for her 32-year-old son, 
Sam, who has Down's Syndrome. She 
said; "I feel honoured and humbled. I'm 
sure there are many carers out there 
who are doing just the same and are 
unsung. 

"He gives more than I give to him."

Holidays offer to 
help lure in more 
foster parents 


EXTRA holidays for council 
employees who foster children 
have been agreed - despite 
concerns about a rise in the 
number of youngsters in care. 

Oxfordshire County Council's cabinet 
has agreed to initiatives to encourage 
more staff to become foster carers. 

These include giving council staff 
who foster children an extra five days 
paid holiday each year. 

They are to also increase the £250 
sum that a foster carer receives for 
recommending someone who later 
becomes an approved carer. 

The move comes after the number of 
children entering the council's care rose 
by 11 per cent over the last six months 
to 521. 

But foster carer numbers have 
remained static, now 301, leading to 
children being put in care homes or 
sent to foster carers outside the county.

Councillors hope the scheme could 
be extended to Thames Valley Police, 
district councils, businesses and the 
health service. 

They want Oxfordshire's district 
councils and Oxford City Council to 
explore giving foster carers a council 
tax discount. 

In October, 343 children in care in 
Oxfordshire were with foster carers, 94 
were with independent fostering 
agencies and 88 were in care homes. 

A further 80 were placed outside 
both the county and neighbouring local 
authorities, a rise from 71 at the start of 
September. 

The moves were backed by Jenny and 
John Barney, who have fostered more 
than 50 children since becoming carers 
19 years ago. 


Mrs Barney, currently looking after 
two children, said: "We have got to be 
realistic. 

"A lot of people are looking at 
fostering as a carer and I think you need 
to look at the financial aspects of it. 

"I think there has to be a good 
financial package involved and a good 
support network. 

"If people are thinking about 
fostering I would encourage them to do 
it." 

The county council's chief who looks 
after children, education and families, 
Melinda Tilley, said: "I cannot stress 
enough how much better it is for 
children to be in foster care rather than 
a care home. 

"If children are kept closer to their 
original home they do a lot better and 
have much better outcomes. Extra 
holidays are a great idea. We need to 
give incentives to people.

"Most foster carers do not do it for 
the money but if you can give them 
incentives to encourage more people to 
Join up then it is a good thing." 

Mrs Tilley said she did not know why 
the number of children in care had 
risen. 

She said: "We do not have any idea. 
It is a nationwide rise. 

"We are asking other councils but 
they are all in the same position. 

"Nobody seems to know why it is."

Bond prizes 

MORE than £400,000 of 
Premium Bond prizes are 
unclaimed in Oxfordshire, 
some dating back to the 1960s. 

The bonds are investments in 
Government, essentially a loan 
from citizen to state that offers 
no interest but is entered in 
regular cash prize draws for up 
to £1 m. 

The oldest unclaimed 
Oxfordshire prize is £25 won 
by a man in July 1960 with the 
bond number 1EB770826. 

There are four £1,000 prizes 
also waiting to be claimed 
dating back to 1996 - numbers 
39WZ780739, 2CK974296, 
7FZ045260 and 6KF761095. 

In total there are 10,500 
unclaimed bond prizes in the 
county. 

Across the UK more than 
928,000 prizes, worth over 
£41 m, are still unclaimed. 

Prizes can go unclaimed if 
bond holders change address or 
if bonds were bought for them 
as a child and they have 
subsequently lost track of them. 

National Savings and 
Investments, the Government 
department that sells bonds, is 
calling on holders to claim 
their prizes.

Last gasp chance 
for guns amnesty 


GUN owners have just a few days left 
to hand in their firearms without fear 
of prosecution. 

Three police stations in Oxfordshire 
are taking part in Hand in the Gun - a 
Thames Valley Police firearms and 
ammunition amnesty - to get guns out of 
people's homes and off the streets. 

The campaign ends at 10pm on 
Sunday - so that any unlicensed guns, 
bullets and old or antique firearms can 
be handed in without fear of investigation 
for illegal possession of weapons. 

Leading the campaign, Chief Insp 
Lindsay James said: "Any unwanted fire¬ 
arms that may be a family heirloom or 
belonged to someone who has passed 
away, or are just not needed any more, 
should come to us. 

"We have over 30,000 firearm 
certificate holders in the Thames Valley. 
Clearly there will be a contingency 
where people want to get rid of their 
guns because they're not needed any 
more. 

"We don't want them getting into the 
wrong hands. 

"These can come from the rural 
community, or criminals, or any member 
of the public." 

Chief Insp James said weapons would 
be forensically examined and guns

thought to have been used in crimes 
would be investigated. 

She added: "Every gun given up is one 
less that criminals can use." 

He said changes in the law meant 
people who had old weapons in their 
home could now be breaking the law. 

She said: "Changes in legislation have 
really tightened up around antique 
firearms and people need to search their 
houses and make sure everything is clear. 

"Maximum sentencing guidelines for 
possessing an illegal gun have also gone 
up from ten years to life imprisonment." 

Crimes involving firearms in the 
Thames Valley dropped from 188 in 
2012/13 to 148 in 2013/14. 

They included 61 criminal damage 
offences, 59 cases of violence against 
another person, 19 robberies and four 
attempted murders. 

No one died but 23 people were 
injured, three seriously. 

Police stations involved in the Hand in 
the Gun campaign include St Aldate's, 
Oxford, which is open 24 hours; 

Banbury, which is open from 8am to 
10pm; and Abingdon, open from 8am to

Spike in 999 
calls due to 
'desert dust' 



A SAHARAN dust cloud could 
have been partly to blame for a 
spike in ambulance calls in 
Oxfordshire this year, bosses 
have claimed. 

Gale force winds in April swept 
dust and sand from North Africa's 
Sahara desert over to the UK, 
causing widespread smogs when 
rainwater evaporated. 

And at a recent scrutiny meeting, 
South Central Ambulance Service's 
chief operating officer, Sue Byrne, 
said a report had found it 
contributed to a rise in 999 calls, as 
well as the introduction of the 111 
service and an ageing population. 

She told Oxfordshire County 
Council's joint health overview and 
scrutiny committee the findings had 
come as "quite a surprise".

Ms Byrne told members: "It is 
believed that the change in climate 
affected things as well. Last year 
there was a very specific instance 
that came with the severe flooding. 

"And there was a dust cloud 
from the Sahara that, combined 
with pollution, saw people in this 
area with certain conditions - such 
as those who have difficulty 
breathing - affected. 

"We believe that this contributed 
to the unusually high demand this 
year." 

Her comments came after figures 
showed demand on the ambulance 
service rose by 35 per cent last year 
across the county, from April to 
October, piling extra pressure on 


first responders. 

The service - which got 2,028 
calls in October - said this was a 
44.2 per cent rise in "semi-urban" 
areas, 37.1 per cent in rural places 
and 32.9 per cent in urban 
locations. 

They were for the most serious 
"life threatening" calls. 
Government rules say that 75 per 
cent must be reached within eight 
minutes. That target has not been 
reached in the county since April, 
with the South Central Ambulance 
Service hitting 71.54 per cent in 
August and 72.73 per cent in 
October. 

It meant that about 500 people 
were waiting longer than eight 
minutes each month, but three- 
quarters in October were below 
eight minutes and 21 seconds. 


A report by the service - which 
comes amid concerns about 
recruitment - said: "Demand for 
999 services has seen large growth 
in activity between April and July of 
this year, above the expected plan. 
This has begun to stabilise in 
August and September, with 
demand more in line with 
forecasts." 

South Central Ambulance Service 
has said it is continuing to work on 
schemes that train people in 
communities to be first responders 
to help combat the rise in demand. 

A spokesman said the increase in 
demand was because of a growing 
elderly population in the county. 

And, he added, the introduction 
of the 111 service meant more calls 
than before were being transferred 
to 999. 
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County's jobless 
queue shrinks to 
a record low 


THE number of people 
on the dole in 
Oxfordshire has dipped 
below 3,000 for the 
first time. 

It almost halved to 
reach 2,955 in 
October, down from 
5,129 a year ago, new 
figures from the Office 
for National Statistics 
have revealed. 

The biggest drop in 
the number claiming 
Job Seekers' Allowance 
was in Oxford, where 
it fell below 1,000 to 
reach 984 - half last 
year's figure of 1,833. 

Oxford also showed 
the biggest fall in 
jobseekers month-on- 
month, down by 45 
from 1,029 in 
September. 

Cherwell showed the 
second biggest dip in 
claimants between 
September and 
October, with 31 
people coming off the 
dole. 

Year-on-year the 
total of jobseekers in 
the district was halved 
from 1,026 to 550. 

West Oxfordshire 


saw its dole queue 
shorten by 17, from 
479 in September to 
462 in October, down 
from 703 a year ago. 

The Vale of White 
Horse had 13 fewer 
jobseekers in October, 
down from 494 in 
September to 481 in 
October and down 
from 765 in October 
2013. 

Just four people 
came off the dole 
month-on-month in 
South Oxfordshire but 
the district saw its 
number of claimants 
halve year-on-year, 
down to 478, from 802 
in October 2013. 

Diane McKenna- 
Rhead, of Jobcentre 
Plus Oxfordshire, said: 
"It's buoyant. We have 
been asking people 
where their ideal place 
would be to work, 
contacting that 
employer on their 
behalf and arranging 
two weeks' work 
experience. We find 
that a large number 
are offered a full-time 
job at the end of it."

Paedophile is 
jailed after 

conviction No.2 

A PAEDOPHILE who downloaded 12,696 
indecent images of children, some as 
young as 18 months, has been jailed. 

Richard Shurmer, of Albert Street, Banbury, 
pleaded guilty to two counts of making 
indecent images and one count of breaching a 
sexual offences prevention order. 

He was sentenced to two years and eight 
months in prison. 

Prosecutor Michael Roques said the 38-year- 
old had already been convicted of 19 counts of 
making indecent images in Worcester Crown 
Court in 2010. 

He said Shurmer's home address was 
searched on May 13 last year when officers 
found a laptop and desktop computer, which 
on their own put him in breach of the court 
order made after his first conviction. 

The barrister added that following his arrest, 
the defendant was found to have made 
searches such as: "I want to have sex with 
young boys."

Judge Pringle said the images found on the 
defendant's computers were of children as 
young as 18 months and between 4,000 and 
5,000 of them were at the most serious 
category. 

Claire Fraser, defending, said her client 
suffered from a "schizoid personality disorder" 
and could be treated for his illness in the 
community. 

But Judge Pringle said he believed Shurmer 
posed "a high risk of harm to others and to 
children particularly". 

He told him: "These are real children who 
are really being abused, and people like you 
create a market for that." 

Shurmer was made subject to a more strict 
sexual offences prevention order, which bars 
him from privately using the Internet 
completely, except using his Sky box. 
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Civic school-work merger is abandoned 


A PLAN to ask Hampshire County 
Council to help run Oxfordshire 
schools has been abandoned. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
had asked officers to see if it 
could save money by asking 
Hampshire to run "back office" 
administration. 

The two councils already have 
an agreement where Hampshire 
runs some back office services for 


Oxfordshire. But after 
investigating the proposed 
educational sharing, officers 
concluded there was no clear 
financial benefit to be gained. 
They also pointed out a number 
of policy differences between the 
authorities which could make 
joint management difficult, 
including children in care. 

The council's director for 


children's services, Jim Leivers, 
said: "It is clear also that a merger 
could take some time to become 
efficient and effective. 

"Officers have concluded, with 
regret, that benefits will not be 
realised to a sufficient degree to 
be advantageous to either the 
council or the schools and pupils 
for which and for whom it 
provides."

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Singer making a 


'peaceful' return 


A FOUNDER member of folk- 
rock group Fairport Convention, 
she was thrust into the 60s music 
scene, and went on to work with 
some giants of what became 
known as prog-rock. 

Then she took 35 years off - before 
coming back to show off that voice. 
While her latest releases have been 
low key certainly compared to her 
earlier career, her latest project is 
attracting rather more interest. 

Judy Dyble has teamed up with 
some of the greats of folk to 
collaborate on a charity single to 
commemorate the centenary of the 
start of the First World War. 

Calling themselves the Armistice 
Pals, Judy, fellow former Fairporter 
Dave Swarbrick, Oxfordshire's Peggy 
Seeger, folk band Merry HelI, 

Steeleye Span's Peter Knight, Edwina 
Hayes and a clutch more perform a 
cover of Peggy's brother, Pete Seeger's 
1960 classic Where Have All The 
Flowers Gone? 

The song, opened by BBC2 Folk 
Award winner Lucy Ward, has more 
than 40 separate voices, including 
up-and-coming singer songwriter 
Kelly Oliver, Kellie and Chris While, 
Julie Matthews, Gavin Davenport, Ray 
Cooper and Luke Jackson, closing 
with a recording of Pete Seeger, who 
died earlier this year. 

The project came from a 
spontaneous tribute to Pete by Merry 
Hell, in which the band were joined 
by the audience in a rendition of the 
song - one of the greatest protest 
tunes ever written. 

Inspired by events to mark the 
centenary of the outbreak of war, the 
band approached Judy and the other 
singers to release a fundraising single 
-with proceeds distributed evenly 
between The British Red Cross, 
Malala's Fund, Foundation for Peace 
and Peace through Folk. 

"It's not anti-war, it's pro-peace," 
said Judy, 65. 

"And one of the ideas behind it is 
folk clubs will sing it this year. There's

a grass-roots movement to lead 
people in communal renditions of the 
song. We are encouraging people to 
sing together, which Pete was very 
keen on." 

Like fellow early Fairporters Simon 
Nicol, Ashley Hutchings, Richard 
Thompson and Martin Lamble, Judy 
grew up in north London (the band 
were named after Nicol's house 
Fairport, in Muswell Hill). 

However, for many years she has 
been settled in Launton, moving there 
with her now late-husband, the DJ 
and bongo player Count Simon de la 
Bedoyere - AKA Simon Stable. 

"After all these years, I've just 
about got the hang of country living. I 
thought 'I'll just stay here for a while' 
— and got stuck." 

As Fairport's first female singer, 
Dyble gave the band its distinctive 
early sound and lights up recalling 
her time recording and on the road. 

"We took relatively obscure songs 
from America, and made them sound 
good. We made them our own. 

"One of the tracks in the first album 
was called The Lobster. It was based 
on a poem and Richard did weird 
things to it. I don't consider myself a 
folk artist anyway; I'm a singer- 
songwriter." 

She adds: "They were wonderful 
people, just at the beginning of 
everything. They are legendary now, 
but not when I was working with 
them." 

Her shortlived career with Fairport 
came to an end in 1968 when they 
brought in another singer, Sandy 
Denny. 

"They wanted to do something 
different, and decided to move me 
out," she says stoically. "It was a 
shock but, with hindsight, if I'd have 
stayed, they wouldn't have gone on to 
meet Sandy Denny and do what they 
did, and I wouldn't have done the 
things I went on to do." 

That included meeting her then-

boyfriend Ian McDonald (who would 
go on to found the band Foreigner). 
Then, after sending in an advert to 
Melody Maker with the words "Judy 
Dyble requires brilliant and creative 
bass guitarist/vocalist and lead 
guitarist vocalist. Musicians only", 
she met Robert Fripp and brothers 
Peter and Mike Giles who, together 
with McDonald, became King 
Crimson. 

That was followed by a 
collaboration with keyboard player 
and vocalist Jackie McAuley in Trader 
Horne, and Lol Coxhill and 
Canterbury musicians Steve and Phil 
Miller as DC & the MBs. 

"I'm delighted to have worked 
with everyone I've wanted to," she 
said. 

It wasn't until ten years ago she 
restarted her recording career, 
releasing three albums with Astralasia's 
Marc Swordfish: Enchanted Garden, 
Spindle and The Whorl. They were 
followed, in 2009, by Talking With 
Strangers, with guest performances 
from some of the folk and prog-rock 
artists she has worked with over the 
years, among them Fairport's Simon 
Nicol, Pentangle's Jacqui McShee All 
About Eve's Julianne Regan, King 
Crimson's Robert Fripp, Ian 
McDonald and Pat Mastelotto, 

Last year, she released Flow and 
Change, with contributions from 
Counting Crows' Matt Malley, 
Spiritualized's Mike Mooney as well 
as Regan and Mastelotto again. But it 
is her contribution to Armistice Pals 
which is once again getting her voice 
to a wider audience, many of whom 
weren't even born when she started. 

"What I do now is the most 
satisfying," she said. "It's involved lots 
of folkie people, and me. It's 
beautiful." 

The song, written by Seeger in 
1955 inspired from a traditional 
Cossack poem, was made a hit in 
1962 by Peter Paul and Mary. It went 
on to be recorded by everyone from 
Marlene Dietrich and Bobby Darin to 
Roy Orbison and Richie Havens and 
much translated as an anthem of 


peace. 

Indeed, Judy performed her 
contribution in a studio in Cropredy. 

The single includes three bonus 
tracks, including a rendition by Peggy 
Seeger of a poem by her uncle Alan, 

I Have a Rendezvous with Death. 
Alan Seeger was an American poet 
who fought and died in the First 
World War's Battle of the Somme, 
serving in the French Foreign Legion. 

"When I was asked I said yes. I say 
yes to everything, on the grounds that 
I might regret it if I don't."

M ore than 50 years after he 
first appeared in print, 
author Michael Bond's 
beloved bear Paddington has finally 
arrived on the big screen in his first 
star-packed family adventure. 

Upcoming director Paul King's 
film lovingly weaves the traditional 
tenets of the duffel-coat wearing 
bear's story into a modern narrative. 

Like the books, the film starts in 
deepest, darkest Peru, where a well- 
mannered three-foot bear (voiced 
by Ben Whishaw) lives with his 
elderly Aunt Lucy (Imelda Staunton) 
and Uncle Pastuzo (Michael 
Gambon).

SUBTLE, understated, restrained. 
Nah. This is full-on, all-American, 
larger-than-life motoring. 

And I mean larger. Everything 
about the giant Jeep Grand 
Cherokee oozes over-indulgence 
and the aptly-named, top-of-the- 
range Summit model is simply the 
height of luxury. 

Height, in fact, is a bit of an issue 
as even getting aboard this massive 
high-riding Jeep poses a challenge. 
But Jeep have addressed that by fit¬ 
ting adjustable an air suspension 
system that lowers the vehicle at the 
touch of a button to make access 
and egress that bit easier. 

The new model builds on a repu¬ 
tation as the ultimate Jeep that was 
established in 1992. 

With a new look outside and in, 
new technology and improved per¬ 
formance, the Detroit-built Grand 
Cherokee remains Jeep's leader in 
terms of power, comfort and crafts¬ 
manship. In the UK, we get a choice 
of two engines, three power outputs, 
and six trim levels. 

Slip behind the new three-spoke, 
leather-wrapped steering wheel into 
the huge armchair-like driver's seat 
and the first thing you notice is the 
level of technology that is packed 
around you.
